Jap* Leave 300 Dead 


The desperation of tiio Japanese is 


ohown by fact that some of them suc- 
ceeded In getting within a few yards 
of the Russian trelichen before being 
shot down. They were finally com- 
pelled to retire leaving fully three 
hundred dead. ' 


Tho first Siberian Rifles bore 
tho 


brunt of the attack and their losses 
were very heavy. 
Their 
colonel. 


Klivastounoff. fell almost at tho first 
lire.with a bullet through his brain: 
Two majors and a number of ofllcers 
of lesser rank were picked off by tho 
Japanese sharpshooters, whose fire 
was, unusually accurate and deadly. 


Gen. Gergross May Die 


. Gen. Gergross was shot Jimt as the 
Japanese attacking column broke and 
lied. 
Hw was picked up and hurried 


to tho rear where It was staled that 
his Injuries are very serious and may 
prove mortal. 
A" report was also re- 


ceived fom Clen. Kharkevltch telling 
of the battle or tho outposts at Dila- 
tor- last Saturday. He states that the 
Japanese attacked from 
front 
and 


flank early In the afternoon and tho 
fighting raged until late; finally tlie 
Japanese were driven back and the 
Russians followed rij> their advantage 
under tlio cover of the night.

Che Foo, 
June ir..—The final as- 


sault on Port Arthur began today ac- 
cording to reports which reach hero 
from sources hitherto found reliable. 
Nearly 50,000 Japanese are said '.o he 
engaged In the aolual attack, while 
half as many more are engaged In 
diverting tho lire of the entire line 
or forts not hitherto captured by the 
investing forco. 


The Japanese warships are taking 


part In the battle. They have drawn 
In closer than at any time since tlio 
sinking or the Haluso and are pour- 
ing a storm or shell Into the fortress.

It Is reported that Admiral WHsooft 


made another sortie last night, but 
was greeted wld such n hot flro that 
he was compelliM] lo go back Into the 
harbor to avoid annihilation.

It Is thought lii-re that tho Vafangow 


affair may prove to have been quite a 
heavy fight. The fact that the Rus- 
sians hold their position In the race or 
heavy losses also supports this theory, 
and It Is believed that it may turn out 
to bo a severe check to the Japanese 
northern advance. 


• According lo Information In tho pos- 
session or the war office, two divisions 
or tho enemy are now marching north 
along the railroad toward Vafangow. 
They have jiad constant skirmishes 
with the Russians, who retired up to 
tho time or the battle. Although It Is 
too early to determine the exact pur- 
pose or the advance, the presumption 
or tho general slaff Is that tho north- 
ward movement Is Intended to effect 
a Juncture at Kalchnii with the column 
from Sluyen. ^wlilch Is still moving 
westward. Tli'o bombardment of tho 
coast near Knichau and tho blockade 
of Nowchwnng might Indicate that 
the ultimate object of the combined 
movements Is to clour tho I.laotung 
Peninsula of Russians and occupy 
NcwchwariR as a now huso. Tho gar- 
rison al Newcliwnng. l» is claimed 
here, remains midlmlnlshed, bill it Is 
not bolloved that tin- Russian plans 
contemplate a serious attempt to hold 
Nowchwang.

lives were'lost. 


Tlio Knickerbocker Steamboat com' 


pony, owners of the Slocum boat, re 
reived a message from Urothora Is- 
land, that the boat had burned to the 
water's edge. Tho hulk Is still burn 
Ing. The police have so far picked 
up eleven bodies. 
One Is that of a 


child and thu others arc mostly wo- 
men. The boat carried an excursion

At noon tho best estimate.or the 


number of lives lost Is between two 
and three hundred. About fifty bodies 
had been recovered at that time.

The United States weather bureau's 


weekly summary of crop conditions Is 
as follows: 


In the contra! end western gulf 
states favorable temperatures 
pre- 


vailed during the week ending June 
13. but elsewhere east of the Rocky 
mountains and on the north Paclllc 
coast complaints of Insulllclent heat 
are quite general, while hot, north- 
erly winds have caused further in- 
jury to nearly all crops In-Callfornia. 
There has been too much rain In por- 
tions of Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma. 
Kansas and North Dakota, and also 
over the northern portions of the mid- 
die Atlantic states and New England^ 
wlille lack of moisture Is beginning 
to be felt In the Ohio valley and por- 
tions of the upper Mississippi valley 
and upper lake region, in these last 
named districts, however, the condi- 
tions were very favorable for farm 
work. Frosts on the llth In the mid- 
dle and northern plateau districts and 
In the eastern portions of Oregon 
and Washington proved Injurious. 


Throughout the central valleys and 


middle Atlantic states corn has made 
slow growth, and In Kansas and Ne- 
braska much of the crop 
Is 
still 


weedy, although It Is In an Improved 
state of cultivation. In Iowa, Missou- 
ri, Illinois and Indiana fields are gen- 
erally clean, but In the middle Atlan- 
tic states rains have Interfered with 
cultivation. In Texas a good yield of 
corn Is now assured, and the- crop Is 
promising elsewhere In the southern 
states.

A cessation of the strike and lockout 
wan brought about by the Hurt under of 
the masters; who, with thit pilots, Imvo 
been holding out for a more uniform 
scale of wngeu for this season than 
had been offered them by tho Lake 
Carriers' association. 
Thl» means 


that hundreds of ships at once will be- 
gin carrying the huge accumulations 
of grain, coal and iron ore at the vari- 
ous lake ports. 


Advises Captalnc to Return. 


The strlko was formally declared off 


Trom Cleveland by District Captain 
Paul Howell of tho Masters and Pilots' 
association, who Issued this state- 
ment: 


"Wo havo concluded that It would 


l>o good policy at this stagu of tho 
;ame, owing to the existing condi- 
tions over which wo have no control, 
o advise our captains to go to work 
\nd make tho most of a bad situation. 
Our niateB will meet nt tho earliest 
losslble opportunity and make ar- 
rangements along tho line of their 
•nvn Ideas and present them to the 
rtke carriers for acceptance. In -the 
mcantlmo tho mates will remain where 
they are until this arrangement is 
made and agreed to by the two as- 
Hoclatlona." 


It will bo seen from this statement 


hot only tho captains arc ordered 
lack, and with the understanding that 
ho lake carriers will soon come to 
an agreement with tho mates, who 
still retain their membership In the 
union.
